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TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Troy in the County of 
Cheshire, qualified to vote in town affairs. 


You are notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town on Tues- 
day, the 9th of March next, at nine-thirty in the forenoon to act 
on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a town clerk, one selectman for three 
years and one selectman for one year and all other necessary town 
officers. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation 
of the same. 


Article 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for snow removal and sanding. 


Article 4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing town highways and bridges. 


Article 5. To see if the town will accept State aid for Con- 
struction of Class 5 roads and raise and appropriate or set aside for 
said purpose the sum of $313.36. 


Article 6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the support of the poor. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $30.00 for the installation of two street lights on West 
Hill, one near the home of Raymond Frazier and the other at the 
corner near the home of Clinton E. Royea, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 
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Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for street lighting. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on all 
taxes, excepting poll taxes, paid before dates to be designated at 
this meeting and the selectmen to extend the dates if the adjourn- 
ment of Legislature necessitates, and all poll taxes shall be collected 
on or before July 1, 1943. 


Article 10. To seeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the support of the fire department. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to be set aside as a sinking fund, to pay for the 
water bonds at maturity. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate a sum of money for the maintenance of the water system. 

Article 13. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500.00 for the purchase of additional land for the water 
system. 


Article 14. To seeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $ for trimming and spraying the shade trees 
in town. 





Article 15. To see if the town will vote to rescind the vote 
taken at the 1932 election to decrease the salaries of the Tax Col- 
lector and Chief of Police, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of $800.00 for the purpose of employing a district nurse, and 
$100.00 for other health activities. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to set up a governing 
board within the Nurses Association to include a paid clerk, whose 
duties shall be to collect stated fees, with the exception of cases 
approved by the Overseer of Poor, same board to have printed and 
issued, a list of rates, to be distributed to the taxpayers of the town 
of Troy, all uncollected bills to be published in the town report. 
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Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of $135.00 for observance of Memorial Day. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to allow the American 
Legion to use the town hall one Friday night each month without 


pay. 


Article 20. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the care and improvement of cemeteries. 


Article 21. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $350.00 in addition to the amount required by law for 
the public library. 


Article 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of $150.00 for the necessary expenses of the observation post. 


Article 23. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to borrow money to pay town charges. 


Article 24. To hear the reports of agents, officers or committees 
heretofore chosen, and take any action relating thereto. 


Article 25. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

21st, 1943, by petition of more than 10 voters.)

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Troy: 


I herein submit my ninth annual report as superintendent of 
schools. 


From a discussion on education after the war, I wish to quote 
from a report made by the Conservative Party, viz., “Of all the 
State’s activities, education is the basic activity, because it con- 
ditions the future character of the entire community.”’ 


“In war time, the maintenance of these services at a level of 
high efficiency should have maximum priority.”’ 


To meet the ideals of above quotations, I offer a few of the 
several objectives toward which we are aiming: (1) to maintain 
the purity of the English language, (2) to give greater emphasis 
on fundamentals, especially in mathematics, (3) to acquire a 
total world interpretation of history, geography and economics, 
(4) to imbue our pupils with a better understanding of the vital 
principles of our Constitution and the American Way of life. 
For the accomplishment of these goals we ask the cooperation 
of teachers, parents and citizens. 


CALL FOR TEACHERS 


Due to the call of war service, defense work and office work, 
many teachers have given up the teaching profession. As a 
result I have had to resort to commercial advertising in order to 
keep open some of the rural schools. 


As conditions may be worse next year, I suggest that former 
teachers take advantage of the opportunity of attending the 
Summer School at Keene and thus place themselves in position 
to qualify with the regulations of the State Board of Education. 


I believe this to be a patriotic gesture. 


War ACTIVITIES 


Teachers have cooperated heartily in the several rationings. 
They have done accurate and efficient work which the State and 
Federal authorities have highly appreciated. The pupils have 
generously contributed to the war efforts, viz., the U. 8. Stamps 
and Bonds, collections of paper, scrap, keys etc.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF 
TROY HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Although this report is addressed to you, as the Superintendent 
of Schools, it is directed primarily to the citizens of Troy whose 
interests in the school and its pupils naturally leads them to a 
desire for information relative to the war-time practices carried 
on by the school and the effect of these practices upon their 
children as well as upon the nation’s war effort and the peace to 
come. 


In a total war the fighting forces have the job of winning the 
war at the battlefront. It is industry’s job to supply the arms 
and necessities for the armed forces and it is the school’s job to 
educate the nation’s manpower for the war and the peace which 
follows. To be really effective in this all-out effort our school 
must constantly strive to attain perfection in these two educa- 
tional tasks. , 


Boys of sixteen and seventeen years now in our school must 
begin at once to prepare for military occupations. We may as 
well be realistic about it. Every able bodied boy is destined for 
the armed services when he reaches the age of eighteen, and we 
should consider it our responsibility to see that he is not killed or 
injured because of inadequate training. To see that he knows 
how to shoot a gun is not enough. Our army of today is one of 
specialists and one cannot become a specialist unless he first 
masters the three R’s. Army statistics reveal that in 1917 only 
4% of our soldiers were graduates of high schools. Today that 
figure has risen to over 40%. This is a significant fact and should 
enlighten us as to the value of having our boys complete their high 
school courses in as admirable a way as possible. Every high 
school boy should consider himself as in the reserves and should 
take the utmost advantage of such courses in school as mathema- 
tics and the sciences which are so desperately needed by our armed 
forces. Parents likewise should strive in every way possible to 
convince their boys of the wisdom of this procedure and the folly 
of poor attendance, tardiness, inattention at school, and lack of 
study. To a boy of seventeen there seems no need for attempting 
excellence in school when the call of the army is so near. It is up 


55 


to parents, therefore, to assist in persuading their boys to do their 
job as well while they are in the “reserves” as they will do when 
they are ‘‘regulars.”’ 


In addition to those boys who are later to be called to the armed 
forces, all pupils, girls as well as boys, should do their regular. work 
to the best of their ability. Such work provides not only for 
training for successful conduct of the war on the home front, but 
also for the intelligent participation in the setting up of a better 
world after the war. Each pupil should endeavor to keep himself, 
his family, and his friends physically healthy and fit, and each 
pupil should try to practice democracy in his daily living. Further- 
more all pupils, be they girls or mere children in the grades, can 
patriotically serve their native land just as much as a soldier at 
the front can by continuing in the collection of scrap, by buying 
war stamps and bonds, by assisting in food production by growing 
victory gardens, by conserving vital materials that are used or 
worn by them, and by so learning how to live at peace with their 
playmates and friends that such a spirit of brotherhood may 
develop as to make our future ag: a more happy and peaceful one 
than the present. 


To fulfill some of the foregoing objectives our school has adapted 
the following program: 


1. Every effort is being made to strengthen our present curri- 
culum and to stress those subjects and topics so pertinent to the 
armed forces’ needs. Of the six pre-induction courses sanctioned 
and promoted by the State Board of Education, we already have 
one in operation, Fundamentals of Shop Work. A second course, 
Radio Code Practice, will start at the beginning of the second 
semester. Two of the other courses, Fundamentals and Repair 
of Radio, and Fundamentals of Electricity, so parallel our present 
course in Physics that it would be impractical to teach them this 
year. 


2. Pupils are being urged to excel in their studies and to com- 
plete their courses with a minimum of absence. (Parents can and 
should assist us along these lines.) 

3. A course in Physical Fitness will be instituted soon for all 
pupils. 


4. Hot lunches are being served to all who care for them by the 


“Home Economics department. 
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5. Our classes in English and the Social Sciences are stressing 
the background and causes of the present world conflict and are 
attempting to develop proper attitudes and ideals relative to the 
peace which is to follow it. 


6. The school has purchased over $1,500 worth of war stamps 
and bonds since September—over $2,500 worth since ‘Pearl 
Harbor.” 


7. Our athletic program, though curtailed because of trans- 
portation facilities and the absence of a full time coach on the 
staff, is still functioning admirably well. Too much eredit or 
thanks can not be given to Mr. George Mason for his unselfish 
devotion to the boys and their basketball team during these diffi- 
cult times. Under his guidance and coaching the boys have 
performed well, both as players and as gentlemen. 


8. Despite the lure of higher wages on other fronts, our teaching 
staff is doing excellent work in a most patriotic manner. Extra 
duties such as rationing and registration have added extra hours 
to their burdens, but they have carried on in fine spirit. 


9. Provision has been made to issue War Emergency Diplomas 
or War Emergency Certificates to high school boys in good stand- 
ing who leave Troy High School to enter the United States Mili- 
tary Service. 


In conclusion I wish to thank all who have contributed towards 
the success of our school in the past year, and to ask that we may 
have your loyal support, cooperation, and assistance during the 
hard days which lie ahead.

It was with great 
regret that because of the difficulties in bus transportation, the 
New Hampshire Music Festival Association felt obliged to cancel 
the annual May Festival which was to have been held in Manches- 
ter.
